PROBLEM : 

To consider the ELINT aspects of the COMINT Committee Report 
circulated with the reference. 

DISCUSSION : 

The Chairman reviewed the history of the Automatic Data Processing 
problem as it relates to the CCMINT and ELIOT Committees. 

The NSA Member suggested that there were no ELINT Implications in 
the proposed Annex "E" to DCID 6/3, and that the ELINT Committee should 
impose no objection to its referral to USIB for early consideration. He 
advised, however, that a recent Department of Defense examination of the 
entire ELIOT field had resulted in some findings and recommendations that 
might well materially affect the remainder of the COMIOT Committee ADP 
Report. He suggested that further action on the Report be delayed pending 
receipt and evaluation of the final results of the Department of Defense 
ELIOT study.

The Chairman, ELIOT Committee to notify the Chairman, COMINT Committee 
that the ELIOT Committee has no objection to the proposed Annex "E" to 
DCID 6/3, but that the ELIOT Committee believes that further consideration 
of the remainder of the COMIOT Committee ADP Report should be delayed 
pending receipt and evaluation of the final results of the recent DOD 
ELIOT study.
